Labor Bosses Rebuked 


If there are rank and file labor union members who feel 


downcast or disturbed over the election returns Tuesday, 
they can quiet their fears. Sen. Taft's splendid victory and 
those of other supporters of the Taft-Hartley act cannot in 
any sense be regarded as a threat to the working man who 
carries a union card. 


Those victories were a repudiation of the attempt of 


labor bosses to take over the government. The voters want 
none of that. They never have stood for it. and they never 
will. Jack Kroll, boss of the CIO smear brigade that oper- 
ated so frantically against Sen. Taft and other Republicans, 
"couldn't understand" the returns. The people understood 
Kroll all right, and saw through his self-serving misrepre- 
sentations. In fact, union members themselves saw through 
it, as is shown by the Ohio returns. The senator carried all 
the big industrial counties. 


Union labor is a minority in the United States. It is a 


minority, however, whose rights have been and will be recog- 
nized and protected by the majority. 


No sane American wants to destroy labor unions. The 


Taft-Hartley act does not hamper union organization or 
threaten collective bargaining. It does take the stand that a 
union boss is not bigger than the government. It does say 
that unions, like everybody else, must play the game in ac- 
cordance with rules laid down in laws. That is a stand that 
the American public approves. The Taft-Hartley act, in prin- 
ciple, is on the books to stay. 


The insane clamor of Mr. Truman and labor bosses that 


it is a "slave labor law"' should be recognized now for the 
fraud that it is. The act is designed to prevent slavery, not 
inflict it. The slavery against which it is directed is that im- 
posed on too many union members by their bosses, an imposi- 
tion that, before the law was enacted, they couid neither re- 
sist nor protest without being deprived of their means of 
earning a living.
